1 . Claims 1 -25 have been examined. 



Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1-6, 13-19 and 24-25 drawn to an apparatus and a method 
of power consumption, classified in class 713, subclass 300. 

II. Claim 7-1 1 and 21-22, drawn to an apparatus and a method of 
signal encryption and decryption using code signal, classified in 
class 380, subclass 239. 

III. Claim 20, drawn to an apparatus and a method of signal 
communication between multiple party using positive and negative 
logic to have an inverse effect on the scan signal, classified in class 
380. subclass 222. 

IV. Claims 12 and 23, drawn to an apparatus and a method of using 
randomization or changing the order of transfer of data in crypto 
communication between multiple computers, classified in class 713, 
subclass 150. 
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1. Inventions I, II, III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from 
each other if they are shown to be separately usable.
